It is 
stated, the correspondent adds, that 
within the last 24 hours, the Japan- 
ese casualties have totalled 15,000, 
and it is asserted that the attacks 
have been planned to until Dec. 10, 
when it is hoped the capture of Port 
Arthur will be completed. 

Tokio, Dec. 2.—The Imperial Ariny 
Headquarters has announced that the 
Japanese trveps besieging Port Ar- 
thur are in possession of 2U3-Metre 
Hil. The following despatch has 
been given out: 

“The army commenced o bombard- 
ment ,aguinst 203-Metre Lill at 
dawn, Nov. 30. and made several 
charges before 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon.

—Clartvel, 
WAR CORRESPONDENTS. 


Declining Chances Recall Archibald Forbes 
: Great Feat tn 1876. 


The war correspondents in tho Far 
East have had few opportunitics to 
display their abilities in any line, 
and none, perhaps, will have similar 











chances to those which wero madg 
use of by correspondents in - other 
Wars. Macmillan's Magazine vells 


somo stories of correspondents wha 
thus made themselves famous, of 
who udded to their fame, and hero 
are two: One of the finest achieve: 
ments of a war correspondent was 
that of Holt White, a representative 
of The New York Tribune, in the 
Franco-Prussian sir. ile witnessed 
the battle of Sedan irom the DPrus 
sian headquarters-On Thursday, Sep- 
tember 1, 1870. At its conclusion he 
rode to Hrussels, but there the post- 
office authorities refused to Uransuit 
his despatch to London, and cven 
threatened to arrest bim for saying 
the French had been defeated. He 
then went to Calais, crossed to Dove 
er by special steamer und took a spo 
cial train to London, where he arriv- 
ed at S o'clock on Saturday murn- 
ing. Next day there wus a descrip 
tion of the battle, six columns long, 
in The Tribune. It was not till Tues- 
day that the London newspapers had 
accounts of the contiict from  theie 
correspondents. But tho most famous 
eed of physical endurance in the 
raco for news between war corre 
spondents was told of Archibald 
Forbes.

After he 
had written the story of the battly 
and put it on the wires, he lay down 
in his clothes and slept twenty hours 
without waking He had witnessed 
the battle, which lasted six hours, 
cidden 120 miles, and written and 
despatebed a telegraphic message four 


columns in length to The Daily 
News, all in the space of thirty 
hours. 





Bogiland's Uuderfed Children. 

In overy big town the children of 
the slums habitually go to school 
improperly fed. Many of them are 
not only improperly fed, but the food 
they do get is fur too littl in 
quantity, In the hard winier season, 
when the build:ns trades aro idle, 
many again go to school with oo 
food at all, or having onty stayed 
there hunger in the morning with fa 
crust of dry bread. In sharp frosty 
weather it is a common experienco 
for Leachers in the clementary schools 
ef the poorer parts of our great 
towns—I have myself often seen it— 
to find children suddenty seized Wile 
vomiting. This is not so much caus- 
ed by tho fact that the stomach ts 
upset as that it has revolted aguinst 
the effect of the cold upon {ts empty 
condition, And not only is this stato 
of things true of the poorer parts of 
the big towns. It is truc also of 
many of the agricultural villages. 
Let o visitor to q village elementary 
school took closcly at the children. 
They are in many cases flabby and 
pale. They need more nourishing 
food. <A breakfast of “‘tea-kettlo 
broth,” a bit of bread and marga- 
rine, a bit, of tread and treacle, and 
some abSminaliy poor tea—these forms 
the three meals daily.—Dr, T. J. Me- 
Namara, M.P., in Nincteenttr Cen- 


tery.

Wa- 
ter saucers were placed fn the egg 
drawers to keep up tha necessary 
molsture, and twenty eggs were in- 
serted daily for twenty days, when the 
first brood appeared.

Modern incubators are essentially 
water daths, with an automatic regu- 
Intor to keep the temperature to 40 de- 
grees C. 


“MINERAL WOOL. 


A Valuabic Prodact From What Was 
Once Regarded ave Waste. 

Mineral wool is a soft substance con- 
sisting of 2 maxs of-very fine mineral 
fiers, which interlace one another in 
every direction and thus form an end- 
less nuader of nlnute air cells. It ts 
made quite simply, by directing a blast 
of steam against a stream of molten 
slag. Some of the best ts made from 
binst furnace slag, an admirable {lus- 
tration,of the value of what was once 
regare as a waste product.

Procoplus also, who wrote nbout 550 
A. D., asserts that Roman soldiers 
sometimes marched to the sound of 
the bagpipes, and st Is not Iinpossible 
that they introduced them Into the 
Briudsb Islands. ; 

The earliest, more modern reference 
to them is Ip an Irish MS. of 1150, aud 
sn [rish illuminated MS. of 1290 de- 
Picts 2 pig playing on the bagpipes. 
The Scottish highlanders wero the drst 
and only people ta use the great wur 
pipe, a8 the highland regiments still 
Qo; but, In spite of Sir Walter Scott's 
assertion, it fg very doubtful Whether 
they charged at Bannockburn to tho 
“skirl” of the pipes.—London Answera,

_ Symmachaus, Jast of the great nobles 
of Rome, who, biinded by ‘tradition, 
thought to revive the glories of his 
beloved city by reviving its shame, 
graphically describes the anxicties of 
the preparations for one of these co- 
lossal shows, on which he is said to 
have spent what would be about £80,- 
000 of our money, He began « year 
fn advance, Horses, bears, lions, 
Beotch dogs, crocodiles, chariot driv- 
‘ers, hunters, actors and the best glad- 
iators were recruited from all parts, 
But when the time drew near nothing 
was ready. Ovly a few of the animals 
bad come, and these were half’ dead 
of hunger and fatigae. The bears had: 
not arrived and there was no news of 
the Mons, At the eleventh hour the 
crocodiles reached Rome, but they re- 
fused to eat and had to be killed all 
at ‘once in order that they might sot 
die of bunger. It; was even ‘Worse 
with the gladiators who were {ntend- 
ed to provide, as in all these beast 
shows, the crowning entertalnment.

Russian Position at Port Arthur is 
Now Desperate. 





General Nogi Now Controls Whole Line and Fall of Port Arthur is 
Close—Latest News Brought by Captain of Small 
Steamier Which Made Successful Dash Out— 

Japs Lose Enormously Dec 2. 





Che Fou, Dec. 6.—Details of a es- 
perate attack - by the Port Arthur 
garrison on the recently taken posi- 
tion on 203 Metre Hill was received 
here yesterday morning shortly after 
midnight through the captuin of a 
sniall mail steambout arriving after 
a dash frem the Gulf of Corca. ‘They 
show that the Russians evidently 
realize the great value to the Japs 
of that fort, and that the garrison’s 
only hope of avoiding annihilation 
lay in recapture of the position. The 
attack, however, was unsuccessful. 
Hundreds of Gen. Stoessel’s troops 
were Killed in the mnountains east of 
the hill, and several battalions were 
shelled = severely while advancing 
along the Newtown road from the 
icy ennt of Sungshoo and Etse 
Mountains to make the assault. It 
is said the Japanese losx was slight, 
fa spite of the fact that 208 Metre 
Hill is commanded, in a degree, by 
the guns of Liasuthic Promontory and 
the forts on the Tiger's Tail. 

Attack From the Mast. 


Several thousand Russians on 
Thursday crossed the cove from the 
Tiger's Tail to the northeast slopes 
of White Wolf Mountain and moved 
westward over the mountain paths on 
their wuy to Metre Hill, Their ad-

they debouched on a table land under 
the guna of the fort and attempted 
to scale the stecp declivity on the 
castern side of the fortification.

“We further find that in view of 
the greater dancer on the King 
street route that the Toronto Street 
Railway Co. are culpably nogligent 
in not equipping this car No. 642 
and other cars on this route with the 
Woxt effective brake to meet any 
emorgency that may arise, and that 
the system of {nspection pravided is 
very ineMcient 

“We further find that the Grand 
Trunk Railway used every rentonable 
precaution to prevent the accident. 

“We further recommend that some 
more offective method of preventing 
accidents at this and other level 
crossings be provided either with a 
spring switch plaged against tho cars 
or that the Scotch blocks be removed 
ot Icast 50 feet away from the

Owen Sound, Dec. 13.—The.. North 
Grey election trial. resumed yesterday 
before Chief Justice Moss and Mr. 
Justice Street. The court room was 
crowded, and witnesses who had been 
served Were on the scene in numbers. 

Mr. Watson on the opening of the 
court said that since the adjourn- 
ment the respondent, Hon, A. G. 
Mackay, K.C,, had been appointed 
to the Executive Council. By virtue 
of the act, the seat had become va- 
cant and the election void, and Mr. 
Mackay, for this reason, could rot 
sit or votu in the Legislature. That 
being so, Mr. Watson submitted that 
there was no occasion to seck the in- 
validation of an election when it 
was already invalid in effect by the 
appointment to an office of emolu- 
ment. The position that the court 
should take was that the object hav- 
ing been uttained that there was no 
further reason for proceedings. Ie 
understood that Mr. Justice Toetzel, 
fo the North York case, declined to 
proceed, a8 the seat was already va- 
cant and because there could be ne 
good object gained in proceeding (ur- 
ther, The section of the act was dis- 
cretionary_ and not mandatory or 
peremptory. He invoked the decision 
of the court, that it would be a loss 
of time and useless expense to pro- 
ceed.

BIDS FAIR TO WORK REVOLt- 
TION IN MiLLINERY. 


San Francisco, Dee. 14.—Follawing 
his production of tho thornless cac- 
tus. Luther Burbauok bas developed 
an everlasting real flower that will 
not fade or lose its odar. Ho calls it 
the “Australian Star Flower.” Ho 
evolved it after crussing. reerossing 
and sclection from a half-hardy an- 
nual found in West Central Australia. 

Mr Burbank describes the plant as 
a “uniygue and beautiful plant, whieb 
erowa readily from seed in any ord- 
inary garden sui, preferring rather 
sandy loam. Jt blooms early in the 
season and continues to bloom for a 
long: time.” 

the fragrant Mowers are ot a crim- 
son shade, sometimes approaching 
white. They are produced in large. 
Hracefal clusters, which, when cut, 
will retain their fornn and colour per- 
manently, The full grown plants are 
about one foot high and iho same 
across. Although the stem af the 
Mower may dry uy. tbo blossoms will 
not fade. . 

Mr. Hurbank has a cluster of these 
Llossuins in his library which have 
remained there unchanged fur a 
year. These real flowers bid fair to 
work a revolution in millinery, as 
they are far more pleasing than ar- 
tificial Dlossoima,

* Zxcetlency the Karl of Minto, Then

As chief of stall to Gen. Middleton,

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THE METRIC SYSTEM. 


Soop to He Approved in Canada and En- 
ferced Afier Due Notice, 


One of the most Important ,fca- 
tures of Canadian Icgislation will be 
the adogtion in the very carly fu- 
ture of the metric system of weights 
and measures. Steps are already be-’ 
ing taken to supply the school child- 
ren with a knowledge of the metric 
tables, but ample notice will have to 
be given to business men before the 
change becomes operative. This no- 
tice may be five years, or the Gov- 
ernorin-Counci! may have power to 
make the transition stage oven 1ng- 
er than that. The reform is one, how- 
ever, that must almost inevitably 
come. The civilized world, outside of 
Britain, the British colonies, and the 
United States, to-day knows no oth- 
er system of measuring than the met- 
ric. In these latter countries, includ- 
ing Canada itself, the use of it has 
been optional for years, and both in 
the United Kingdom and in the Unit- 
ed States the reform is being advo- 
cated. A bill providing for the abo- 
litlon of the British system, as the 
old tables are called, was accepted 
by beth Houses of the Imperial Par- 
liament this year, and at the ap 
Proaching session there is every rea- 
son to believe that the measure will 
Pass all stages and become the law 
of the land. Committees of Congress 
have reported in favor of the metric 
System being nade compulsory 
throughout the United Sts, put

The Crown 
Attorney at the Sault mot only, neg- 
lected to do ‘hin duty, but declined 
to enforce the daw, when appealed to 
by a private prosccutor. The ‘At- 
.torney-General, who holds offico at 
your pleasure, far {rom insisting on 
the Crown Attorney, af tho Sault,, 
enforcing the Jaw, himsecl€ refused 
‘aid, when appealed to by the private 
prose¢itor. When the private prose- 
cutor went to {he courts he was op- 
posed by the recognized counsel of 
your Government, Why: did you not 
have the Crown Attorney at the Sault 
dinnissed when, notwithstanding his 
onth of office. he refused to do his 
duty ? Why did sou not usk the ‘At- 
gZorney-Gencral tu resign and choose 
au xuccessor Whe would do his duty 
if you were sincere avhen you “de- 
plored” the evil and were of the opin- 
jon that “righteousness exalitth a 
nation?” 4 3 
Your protection of the culprits is 
strom evidence that they ure work- 
ing for you aid that, in some way, 
they receive their pay from you. 
Under your administration the faw 
refuses to punixh the man who trans 
ereases in order to keep you in power, 
but the xame law will move with 
alacrity aud ferocity. as in the Calla- 
ghan case. ugainst one who will dare 
lu say anything against you or your 
Government. It Laz been well said 
that. under your administration, jus- 
tice bas fallen in tho street, 
Callaghan, in, ao affidavit, made 
statements ‘more\ar_icse-Gamaging ho 
your Government. At onee he was 
prosecuted, op a charge of theft, 
which had no connection with the af- 
fidavit. Of intent Lo steal, in| my 
opinion, and in ‘the opinion of many 
competent to judge. he wna not 
guilty. There are many judges wha, 
if it had Ueen their duty to try the 
case, would have so directed the jury. 
It was a case iu which tho Crown 
might have taken a most lenient 
view, But the Crown had seventeen 
jurors challenged ip its effort to con- 
viet thin man, whose real offence 
was that hia statements reflected 
upon your Goternmment. Such is the 
administration of Justice under your 
Goverament. Such ia the barbarism 
of Ruasia. It hax been your custom 
to pose as a patriot and Reformer, 
while you “deplore" political corrup- 
tion and exprossed your desire to atop 
it. You have used many apt quote- 
lions in your xpecches; Ict me suggest 
one for future use. It is this: "When 
Dr. Johnston defined the word pat- 
iotinm as the lost refuge of a scoun- 
drel, ho had not fearned the infinite 
possibilities of the word reform,” 
Not¥only have you not prosecuted 
the offenders who have been named 
by the judges, but you have not’ re- 
pudiated them amd hase retained

LONDON CLOTHED 
IN DENSE PALL, 


CONGESTION AND SUSPENSION 
OF BUSINESS GENERAL. 

wLondon, Friday, Deo. 23.— There is 
yet no sign of the fting of the fog 
which envelops the Kingdom. The ab- 
senee of wind through Great Britain 
in nlmost unprecedented, and metoor- 
ologists do not expect any change in 
conditions for another 24 hours, Con- 
sidering the almost insuperable dlf- 
ficulties attending Jocomotion, the 
number of fatal accidents bas been 
remarkably small. The congestion 
and buspension of business are gen- 
eral, 

(in London the daily traffic on the 
tubo railways is reachingy record fiy- 
ures. Pjaces of amusement are al- 
most deserted, and shopkeepers dn- 
ment the absences of Christmas cus- 
tomers, The big stores are inundated 
with mail orders, which cannot 
executed owing to ‘the complete dis- 
location of all carrying business. 
Railway traffio is almost paralyzed. 
A condition resembling chaos prevails 
in the postal service. With the con- 
tinued accumulation of Christmas 
parcel and letter traflic. if is Lpos- 
siblo lu preserve even a seanblanoc 
of punctuality. All railway trains are 
many bours fate, and many ‘trains be- 





tween London and suburbs occupy 
two hours in making cight miles. 


Mait boats are similarly disoryaniz- 
ed. The Oceanic and the Saxonia hove 
been unable to ‘reach the landings at 
Liverpoat. The Cedric and the Pre- 
toria, outward bound, are being de- 
layed. and the Minnchaha is waiting 
at the mouth of the Thames, unabia 
to procecd. Only two vessels entered 
the Port of Londun youterday. a con- 
dition of affairs such as nas nut oc- 
curred fur 20 years. The mouth of 
the river is crammed with vessels 
loaded with perishabl> [oodstulfs.

Mow Corn Was Urouné at One Time. 

The water mill is older than the wind- 
mill, but prebistori¢ corn—such wheat, 
for instance, as Pythcas, the Orst trav- 
eler from civilization to Great Britain, 
saw the natives of Kent drying in large 
sheds on account of the absence of sun 
—wwas ground in band mills, as is still 
done in the east. Quernes, as these 
mills are called, are frequently found 
in the cyclopean underground dwell- 
ings of Scotland. Their simplest form 
consists of two thin circular stones, the 
upper of which Is plerced in the center 
and revolves en a wooden or metal pin 
Inserted in the lower one. The grinder 
dropped the grain into the central hole 
with one band while the other caused 
the upper atone to revolve by means of 
a stick inserted in @ small hole near the 
edge. 

The laboriousness of this operation is 
well illustrated by a story told of Co- 
lumba. He was studying under 8t. Fin- 
nian, and every night on which 1¢ fell 
te bis lot. te grind the corn with the 
querne he performed bis task 80 quick- 
ly that his companions enviously as- 
serted that he bad the assistance of an 
angel in turning the stone. Wilson 
thinks that at this {ime (the early part 
of the sixth century) the querne was 
the only mill in use. Large water mills 
were introduced in the thirteenth cen- 
tury Into Scotland, and legal means bad 
to be employed tg render their use com- 
pulsory.—Gentleman's Magazine.

New Bullding for the Care of . 
State Documents. 


An Ottawa correspondent writes; 
Last session the Government voted 
the sum of fifty thousand dollars to- 
wards the construction of a fireproof 
building for the preservation of our 
archives. During the coming session 
it ia to be hoped that substantial 
provision will be made for a work 
equally important, numely, the col- 
lection and arrangement of the pap- 
ers for which the new building is 
being erected, Canada has a his- 
tory of which*we have reason to be 
proud; but judging from a report on 
the condition of the: public records 
made in 1808, a copy of which is 
before us, we have no reason to be 
particularly thankful for the care 
which has been bestowed upon the 
greater part of our archives in the 
past. The late Dr. Douglas Brym- 
ner, Dominion archivist, labored in- 
cessantly for nearly thirty years to 
form a collection of papers of na- 
tional importance, and he succeeded 
by patient endeavor in  amussing 
thousands of volumes of valuable ro- 
cords. Most of there volumes. how- 
ever, were gathered outside of Ot- 
tawa, while according to page 7 of 
the report, papers of high value stor- 
ed in the departments “were relegat- 
ed to the baseinent: apparently rath- 
eras lumber tu be got rid of than as 
records to be preserved, ‘Thus re- 
cotds which united would form a 
collection of rare interest are disper- 
sed throughout the departments 
where they lic in every stage of in- 
security, often unarranged and an-

Toge Reports Main Streagth of Russians 
Completely Crashed and Werk ef Jap 
Fieet Practically Over, 


Toklo, Dec. 26.—Admiral ‘Togo 
telegraphing under dato of cc, 22,

“Alter 203-Metre Hill was occupied 
as a result of a gallant and desper- 
ato attack by the besieging army the 
bombardment of the enemy’s squad- 
ron by a siege and other heavy guns 
became effective. In consequence the 
battleships Poltava and Retvizan 
were sunk and subsequently the bat- 
tleships Pobieda and Pereviet, the 
protccted cruiser Pallada and tho 
armored cruiser Bayen were sunk. 
The battleship Sevastopol escaped 
the land bombardment, left the har- 
bor, Dec, 3, and anchored near Chen- 
tao Mountain. She was attacked 
there continuously by our torpedo 
boatan and heavily damaged. The 
main strength of the enemy is com- 
pletely crushed. Only a weak gun- 
boat, the Otvashai, and several tor- 
pedo boat destroyers remain afloat. 
Under the circumstances our combin- 
ed flect has been removed as unne- 
cexssary from the blockade of Yort 
Arthur, which has been maintained 
since May 1.

“During the blockade woe 
from the enemy's mines, both laid 
and floating on the high seas, and 
from denne fogs. The Miyako, Yoshi- 
no, Hatsuse, Kaimon, Helyen and 
Salyen were sunk, and many gallant 
and loyal officers and men were kill- 
ed, but we succeeded in maintaining 
the blockade. When the enemy emerg- 
ed from the harbor our flect succeas- 
fully engaged them and finally with 
the valuable support of the besieging 
army succeeded in crushing nearly al) 
the enemy's squadron. 

“Our second squadron so heavily 
damaged the Viadivostock squadron 
that it has been unable to leave 
port.

St. Hyacinthe, Quebes; that ho was 
never a resident of Massachuselts, 
and never had a regular established 
place of business in that State, and 
asked that tho service of process be 
eet aside. 

The Court held that an alien may 
be sued for infringement of ‘a patent 
wherever in the United States he 
may be found, and ordered tho plea 
of the defendant overruled, with 
costs for the complainant.

The solution is tastoless, colorless 
and harmless, Large reservoirs have 
been cleared of typhoid germs in the 
samo wny, 60 that we can ‘assert 
positively that hereaftcr people living 
in towns and cities can be protected 
from ‘the seourge of discascrinfected 
water by the copper treatment. The 
cost of the treatunent is ridiculously 
small, ranging from fifty cents to 
three dollara per snillion gallons.

London, Dec. 29:—The Daily Chron- 
icle states that Princess ° Hadziwill 
will bring an action’ against tho ex- 
ecutors of the estate of Cecil 
Rhodes to vinditate’her character 
from accusations in connection with 
her personal relations with Mr. 
Rhodes, 

Princess Catherine Radziwill was 
sentenced to two years’ imprison- 
ment by the Supreme Court of Capo 
Colony, April 30, 1902, for forgery 
in connection with notes purporting 
to have been endorsed by Mr. Rhodes. 
She was releasod from prison in Au- 
gust, 1903, The Princess {8 the 
daughter of the Austrain§ Count 
Dymski, formerly one of the great 
landed proprietors of Galicia. She 
eloped with Prince Radziwill on the 
eve of the day set for her marriage 
to a wealthy manufacturer. “About 
four years ago she appeared in Lon- 
don, .where. she lived in luxurious 
style. Subsequently she moved to 
South Africa, where she attemptod 
to flaat evidences of credit purport- 
ing to have been signed by Cecil 
Ithodes, but which were repudiated 
by him, several suits tried at Cape 
Town finally culminating in her con- 
viction.

of Scarborough in the ensuing year.

A civic authority discussed the 
question of peers as mayors, and 
seemed inclined to think that, on the 
whole, peers make useful mayors. 

“‘As you will notice, all the peer- 
mayors have held office in towns in 
which they had great interests. Take 
the Duke of Devonshire, for instance. 
Eastbourne, of which he was mayor, 
is practically owned by him, and the 
fame remark applics to the late 
Marquis of Bute, whose interests in 
Cardiff were enormous, 

“Then, again, we have Lord de La 
Warr, at Bexhill, who owns half the 
town, and if the case of the Duke of 
Iedford, his vast property in Hol- 
torn, of which he was mayor, speaks 
for itself. 

“The chief reason why boroughs 
like a peer for their mayor is that 
he will spend plenty of money and 
on oMcial occasions adds a special 
distinction to his office. 

“Irom a business standpoint, too, 


a peergmayor is a decided acquisition 
to the gown, as should. royalty or 
any otfer very distinguished pergon 
visit of he often pays all the ex- 


penses of the visit, and so relieves 
the townspeople of a heavy addition 
to their rates. 

“On the other hand, a peer-mayor 
ie bad so far as his successors are 
concerned, as they cannot hope to 
entertain like he did, and in  conse- 
quence it is always hard to find a 
man willing to take office immediate 
ly aftee the teri} of a peer’s mayor- 
alty has Gnished.”’

The Great eal of Tougtaaa. 


Something of romance as well as of 
almost sanctity has always been as- 
sociated with the Great Seal of 
England, and many a Striking story 
has been told concerning it. ‘The pro- 
vision recently, therefore, of the first 
Great Seal of King Edward VII. is 
an event of more than merely  his- 
toric interest; and the Lord Chancel- 
lor may assuredly be depended upon 
to obey both to the letter and in the 
spirit that statute of Henry VIII. 
which forbade the “carrying about 
the Great Seal," inattention to 
which was largely responsible for 
costing one of his predecessors the 
Chancellorship. It was Drougham

— Al- 
though Mr. Dickin bad nol resided 
in the polling sub-division during 
the period ~ required by the Act, 
when challenged at the polls be 
took the oath that he was quali. 
fied to vole. It is claimed for 
Mr, Dickin that he bad no inten. 
tion of swearing falsely, but be- 
lieved be way cntithed to vote, an 
his name bad been placed on the 
voters’ list with the concurrence: of 
both the Liberal and Conservative 
Teyacscntatives. The grand jury 
returned no bill, on these grounda, 
and on the addilional ground that 
the oath had been administered by 
the poll clerk, who had no power 
to administer it, and, therefore, the 
oath had not been legally taken. 
Judge Morgan objected to the find- 
ing of the grand jury, and ordered 
the case to come before the next 
court. The administration of the 
oath by the poll clerk may. have 
been without design, but the de- 
feneo shown that it can be made 
a means of pluggers evading pun- 
ishment for jerjury, if the deputy 
returning officer is a party to it. 
This loophole shoutd be closed up 
without delay.
